Claims 1-20 remain pending in the application. In the Office Action, claims 1 r 16 
and 19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
6,580,923 to Kubo (Kubo), and under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,766,952 to Luu (Luu). Also, claim 20 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Luu. Claims 2-7 and 17 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Kubo in view of U.S. Patent No. 5 r 257,414 to 
Trahan, et al. (Trahan), Claims 11, 12, 15 and 18 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Luu in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication No, 
2004/0087333 to Hutchison, et al. (Hutchison). Claim 13 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Luu in view of Hutchison and further in view of Kubo. 
Finally, claims 8-10 and 14 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim. 

Independent claim 1 has been amended to clarify that the housing includes a 
metal battery floor and the low profile metal memory card tray is attached to the 
underside of the metal battery floor. Support for the amendment can be found in FIG. 2 
and on page 4, lines 2-4. No new matter has been added in view of this amendment. 
Neither Kubo, Luu or any of the other references show, describe or suggest such a 
feature. In particular, the card loading mechanism (50) of Kubo is positioned in an area 
(47a) because there is a larger spatial margin there and because the thickness of the 
portable telephone set (30) is not increased (see col. 5, lines 30-42). Further, the cover 
(12) of Luu that stores the cards is positioned above - without contacting - a battery 
floor (see col. 4, lines 24-25). Finally, the card reader (201) of Trahan is not attached to

a metal battery floor, as the card reader base (505) is sonically welded to the inside of 
the transceiver housing (501) (see col 3, lines 42-45), a process that is reserved for 
attaching plastic components together. 

Independent claim 1 1 has been amended to clarify that the sheet metal member 
has angled leading edges on opposite sides of an opening of the sheet metal member, 
which help load the memory card into the tray as the memory card is moved towards 
and into the opening of the sheet metal member. Support for the amendment can be 
found in FIG. 3 and on page 5, lines 4-6. No new matter has been added in view of this 
amendment. Applicants submit that none of the prior art references cited by the 
Examiner show, describe or suggest such a feature. 

Independent claim 16 has been amended to clarify that the memory card tray is 
attached to the battery floor and includes an opening through which contacts of the 
removable memory card extend such that the contacts are the only part of the 
removable memory card and the low profile metal memory card tray that touch the 
printed circuit board. Dependent claim 3 has been similarly amended. Support for the 
amendment can be found in FIGs. 2 and 3 and on page 4, lines 15-19 and page 5, lines 
9-1 1 . No new matter has been added in view of this amendment. This feature allows 
for electrical components to be positioned between the printed circuit board and a 
significant portion of the memory card tray, a configuration that is never contemplated 
by any of the prior art references. 
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As such, Applicants submit that independent claims 1,11 and 16 are patentable 
over the prior art. Applicants also believe that those claims that depend from these 
independent claims are patentable, both based on their dependencies on the 
independent claims and their patentability on their own. Reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the rejection of the claims is respectfully requested. Passing of this case 
is now believed to be in order, and a Notice of Allowance is earnestly solicited. 

No amendment made was related to the statutory requirements of patentability 
unless expressly stated herein. No amendment made was for the purpose of narrowing 
the scope of any claim, unless Applicants have argued herein that such amendment 
was made to distinguish over a particular reference or combination of references. 

In the event that the Examiner deems the present application non-allowable, it is 
requested that the Examiner telephone the Applicants' attorney or agent at the number 
indicated below so that the prosecution of the present case may be advanced by the 
clarification of any continuing rejection.
